As Secretary of the Framingham Amateur Radio Association and repre- 

senting the sixty members of said organization, I wish to convey to 

the Commission our support of the broad recommendations of the above 
captioned Petition for Rulemaking. 


We concur with the Commission and the majority of the amateur community 
that experimentation by hams is desirable and beneficial to both ama- 
teurs and the general public. We also concur with the Commission's 
position that deregulation is a "sound idea," provided that such de- 
regulation does not impose uneconomical or impractical bandwidth 
measurement requirements upon the amateur community. 


It is our belief that RM-3272 presents workable alternatives to the 
harsh requirements of the "Second Report and Order" (August 1978) with 
respect to Docket 20777. We therefore support the request for the 
assignment of a Docket Number to RM-3272 or, at a minimum, recommend 
that the concepts and intent of RM-3272 be considered in response to 
the "Notice of Inquiry" under Docket 20777 regarding teleprinter 
signals.
